conceal from the nail people allied armies were on German soil. 
The allied assault Thursday against the Siegfried line outposts 
dev eloped on a front running roughly for 17 0 miles all the way 
from Nancy to Aachen. 
With allied forces only fiv e miles away , 
Aachen Itself was threatened. German counter-attacks were being 
repulsed and units of the Twelfth American army group continued 
to push gradually across the German frontier. 
There were new 
penetrations by General Hodges’ First .American army on the 
Belgian aide of the border. 
Sev eral additional small German 
towna hav e been captured, although not Immediately identified, 
all to the west of the Siegfried line. 
Headquarters of Cieiieral 
Eisenhower betray ed the utmost confidence of allied ability to 
tear the Siegfried line and Its formidable defenses to pieces. 
SPRE.AD TOO THINLY—That confidence had sound foundation. 
Hitler apparently has drawn upon his manpower until now he has 
hut one div ision for the defense of ev ery four miles of the front, 
and it was obv ious that there was not much he could do with 
these thinly -spread defensiv e lines to prev ent new break-throughs. 
By contrast, it was said General Eisenhower now has more men 
wearing the American uniform under his command than General 
Pershing had In Nov ember of 19 18 , when two million Americans 
were at the front. 
BRITISH PUSH—The British Second army under General Dempsey 
gradually was closing up the Scheldt riv er and the Leopold canal 
bridgehead. 
Northeast of Bruges, the town of Moerkerque, It 
miles to the north%%est of Eccio, was raptured. 
Heav y fighting 
was in progress north of Ghell. 
It appeared that the Germans 
had succeeded In trapping many of their own men who had failed 
to get out of the region before bridges were blown up In this area 
to stem the allied adv ance. 
FIGHT FOR A.AUHEN—I.K)ndon reported a heav y German counter­ 
attack near Aachen but the message related from Brussels, the 
new communications center, placed the .Americans only four miles 
from the city late Thursday . 
The third army under General 
George Patton was continuing to ex pand lU position steadily 
against strong German resistance on a line stretching between 
Nancy and Thionv ille. 
Great mine fields were giv ing the Yanks 
under Patton their greatest difficulty . 
American airmen out In 
strength were aiding Patton’s thrust against the elastic defenses 
Hitler had prov ided for the Siegfried line. 
In the y ears before 
the war. Hitler alway s boasted it had been constructed to T^^rmlt 
attacking forces to come in before the Germans started a “ bleed­ 
ing” process within a tidal wav e of cross-fire from scores of strong 
points. 
But after his first belt of pillbox es Thursday had felt 
the burden of accurate American artillery fire, there was ev ery 
indication that the Yanks were equal to any thing the Germans 
are able to produce Inside the Siegfried line or elsewhere. 
INSIDE BREST—At Brest, now' nearly 200 miles hack of the actual 
battlefront. American doughboy s had driv en well Into the city 
against a desperate German garrison which had taken up posi­ 
tions In the U-boat pens. 
The Germans still were holding out 
Thursday but eould be snuffed out easily If Eisenhower wanted 
to sacrifice manpower. 
That was true of all these channel norts 
where German garrisons still maintained resistance. 
At Le Hav re 
the British gobbled up 8 ,47 4 nazl prisoners and had taken 39 ,000 
along the roast. 
PERSHING HEADQUARTERS—French troops spearheading General 
Patch’s American Sev enth army had mov ed Into Chaumont, which 
was General Pershing’s headquarters In the last war. 
In Berlin 
the German high command said British attacks south of Dunkirk 
i 
and north of Brudges and Ghent had been repulsed. 
It admitted 
General Patton continued to driv e across the Moselle riv er with 
strong forces. 
Berlin said the German counter-attack at Aachen 
had driv en the allies back. 
It dev eloped In the v icinity of Her- 
genrath when American forces mov ed Into the anti-tank barriers 
of the v aunted nazl defenses, and the German attempt to recap­ 
ture Rotgen failed. 
Again for security reasons, the ex act gains 
along much of the line In Germany were not rev ealed. 
The ex ­ 
act depth of American penetration east ot the city of Lux embourg, 
where steady gains were taking place, also was a military secret. 
HOLING IN—Tliere were Indications that the main German forces 
In western Europe had holed In back of the borders of the reich. 
UTiere prev iously German columns had been 'observ ed mov ing 
eastward from Holland, no big concentrations were sighted by 
air patrols.* And it was thought shortly the Germans would pull 
out of Norway and Denmark. Aachen, nearest to the allied armies. 
Is normally a city of 16 0,000 people. 
The deepest point of pene­ 
tration any where along the line appeared to be Lammersdorf, fiv e 
miles inside of Germany , and four miles to the south of Rotgen. 
There were reports that the Yanks had entered Trier. 
But It 
appeared that at least another week would be required to bring 
I 
up adequate supplies. 
AT EAST PRUSSIA’S GATE—The Russians also were hammering 
hard. 
After taking the v ital city of I.omaz in northern Poland, 
the gate to East Prussia, and inflicting what Moscow said were 
enormous losses, the Russians continued to press forward. Moscow 
also rev ealed Russian armies now were fighting at Praga, ap­ 
parently setting the stage for a frontal attack across the Vistula 
riv er upon the Polish capital of Warsaw. 
Other red army units 
further south reached the Pollsh-Czechoslov aklan pre-war frontier 
in a thrust from Krosno. 
In northern Transy lv ania there was 
progress towards the Hungarian frontier. 
Ijomua. was regarded as 
one of the most powerfully fortified centers in Poland. 
A 6 ,000- 
ton German supply ship was sunk in the Baltic. 
AHEAD IN ITALY—In Italy allied Fifth and Eighth army forces 
continued to batter their way deeper into the breastwork defenses 
of the German-held Gothic line against considerably inereased 
opposition. 
Heav iest fighting appeared to be along the Adriatic. 
MORE AIR BLOWS—Admiral Halsey ’s Third fleet in the Pacific 
continued to carry out air attacks on J apanese strongholds in the 
Philippines and in neighboring Islands. 
Carrier-based planes had 
destroy ed more than 200 J apanese planes In a day -long raid 
against the islands of Cebu, Negros and Panay in the central 
Philippines and there was a fresh bombardment of the Palau 
group guarding the eastern approaches to the Philippines.

Here at last In Lincoln if a com plete d raft of 
■ pengion program for city employes. 


It would appear that A ctuary A. G. G abriel, 


who wag employed to m ake retirem ent studies, 


has done a most painstaking and thorough job. 


The outline of the plan itself, w ith all definiUons, 


covsri 24 typew ritten pages and, In addition, there 


is voluminous supporting data. 
Its m agnitude is 


Its best recom m endation, for it includes all city 
employes. 


N aturally, when the retirem ent proposal goes 


on the ballot, it is to be assum ed that it w ill be 


tondensed most appreciably. 


But the gratifying developm ent in connection 


w ith Mr. G abriel’s studies is th a t he has provided 


an accurate view of Lincoln’s city governm ent. 


There are, he sets forth, 59 6 m en and wom en in 


the employ of the city of Lincoln, w ithout count­ 


ing the 109 firem en who now have a pension plan 


of their own. 
Of the 59 6, 173 men and 67 wom en 


are classified as general employes. 
There are 169 


a t the Lincoln G eneral hospital, 9 0 in the police 


departm ent and 9 7 in the w ater and light d epart­ 


ment*. 
In the event the city of Lincoln should 
acquire the Consum er distribution facilities, nat­ 
urally the num ber of light departm ent em ployes 
would be increased m ost appreciably, and this pos­ 
sible developm ent m ust be taken into account in 
any accurate com putation of pension costs w hich 
w ill be m et by the taxpayers of Lincoln. 


If the proposal goes on the ballot in N ovem ber 
—and the m em bers of the council have given city 
employes to understand it will be subm itted—then 
another Intricate and com plicated issue w ill come 
before the voters of Lincoln. B ut the prom ise was 
m ade and it is a prom ise w hich should be kept 
in fairness to city employes. 


Mayor M arti and his colleagues now should 
set about im m ediately inform ing the people of 
Lincoln relative to the pension proposal in all of 
its details.

been navigable throughout the year, and shortly 
th a t distance w ill be increased greatly.

Is em braced in TVA to the injury of other benefits. 
Doubtless the traditional influence of the Ne­ 
braska Pow er com pany in the Omaha Cham ber 
of Commerce leads m any sincere and honest men 
in th at organization astray.

tim e the question of pow er comes up. 


But if the people of the M issouri river basin 
expect to get any place w ith their plan of flood 
conU-ol, irrigation, navigation and electrical gen­ 
eration, they had better conciliate their differ­ 
ences.

THE FOOD CYCLE OF NATURE 
W hen and if the glorious day 
comes w hen w e can get a brand 
new car it wifi be difficult to 
m ake a choice, or so I judge from 
some of the prelim inary prophetic 
draw ings and paintings of models 
w hich an enthusiastic car dealer 
showed m e the other day. 
Human Machine. 
The cycle of nature which pro­ 
duces living organism s and the 
energy of living organism s, starts 
w ith the sunshine and the air: 
P lants use these and are even 
m ore 
w onderful 
m achines 
than 
anim als in th at they can use such 
sim ple substances and turn them 
into structure and life. 
'The best 
physiological chem ists have been 
baffled in trying to turn carbon 
dioxide, w ater and sunlight into 
carbohydrate. 
They 
can 
m ake 
soda w ater and th a t’s about all. 
They have, it is true, by great 
effort succeeded in synthesizing 
m ore sim ple sugars, but at a cost 
of tim e, labor and money as to 
m ake them prohibitive. W hile the 
m eanest flow er that blows does 
this trick of synthesis w ith an 
ease and abundance that puts the 
m achinery of the wise to shame. 
Needs o f Bo dy . 
The 
anim al 
body, 
of course, 
needs som ething else for its nutri­ 
tion—protein to build into flesh 
and this too the plant supplies, 
but not quite so surely or abun­ 
dantly as it does carbohydrates. 
Besides carbon and oxygen the 
plant needs nitrogen for proteins. 
If one w ere inclined to carp at 
nature one could point out that 
one of its m ajor m istakes was in 
not giving plants the power to 
take nitrogen out of the atm os­ 
phere, as they do carbon dioxide. 
In order to build their proteins 
they m ust get the nitrogen from 
the soil. 
Some of the plants are 
very good at this—the legumes, 
and this is because of all living 
creatures only certain kinds of 
bacteria 
can 
rem ove 
nitrogen 
from the air and these bacteria 


inhabit nodules on the roots of the 
legum e fam ily. 
The protein molecule is a huge 
loose structure m ade up of a num ­ 
ber of am ino acids. 
Our edible 
plants furnish us w ith m ost of the 
essential am ino acids and the ani­ 
mal body synthesizes these into 
proteins of building blocks of the 
anim al body. The lactating glands 
of anim als w hich produce food for 
the young—m ilk—and the repro­ 
ductive glands which produce the 
germ of the young—eggs, natural­ 
ly contain these grow th elem ents 
and we use them .
